Your  Worship,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  year  under  review  the  routine  work  of  the  Health 
Department  maintained  a steady  momentum.  No  unusual  problems  in 
environmental  health  were  encountered  and  activity  was  directed  along 
familiar  and  well  established  lines.  Unfortunately  one  must  record 
a halt  in  the  Council's  programme  of  smoke  control  to  cover  the  Borough 
by  the  mid  70' s - the  cost  of  the  project  is  easily  assessed  but  the 
subsequent  benefits  are  not  so  easy  to  quantify.  One  can  only  hope  that 
financial  policy  at  local  level  will  permit  acceleration  in  years  to 
come. 

It  is  a well  known  fact  that  there  is  a correlation  between 
atmospheric  pollution  and  chronic  bronchitis.  Britain  has  the  highest 
death  rate  in  the  world  from  chronic  lung  disease.  Standing  on  the 
high  ground  on  a still  winter's  morning,  smoke  from  domestic  chimneys  can 
be  seen  like  a blanket  over  a large  area  of  the  Borough  - while  such  local 
pollution  exists,  this  smoke  with  its  high  sulphur  content,  adds  its  own 
contribution  to  the  national  statistics. 

The  Borough  is  part  of  a continuous  belt  of  urban  development 
where  boundaries  are  legacies  of  the  past,  and  it  must  co-operate  with 
neighbours  on  both  sides  in  formulating  its  clean  air  policy.  Common 
sense  now  indicates  that  the  next  decade  is  a more  realistic  target  for 
completion  of  the  programme  leading  to  a clean  atmosphere  for  this  area 
of  Kent,  while  at  the  same  time  hoping  that  the  new  local  authorities 
who  will  take  over  responsibility  after  1974  can  be  influenced  towards 
an  appreciation  of  the  benefits  to  their  area,  of  an  early  completion  of

This  figure  brings  together  the  still 
births  and  neonatal  deaths  during  the 
first  week  of  life  and  is  considered  to  be 
an  indication  of  the  hazard  of  child  birth 
and  unfavourable  genetic  factors  associated 
with  conception.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


MEASLES  There  were  115  cases  notified  - none  required 

hospital  admission  so  far  as  is  known.  Peak 
incidence  was  in  the  late  Spring  of  the  year. 
This  marked  reduction  from  the  previous  year's 
total  of  872  cases  is  in  keeping  with  the  cyclic 
activity  of  the  infection  and  it  will  require 
some  further  year's  experience  before  one  can  be 
assured  that  parents  are  alerted  to  the  need  for 
protective  inoculation  against  this  infection. 


(ill) 


INFECTIVE  JAUNDICE 

There  were  9 notifications  and  none 
required  hospital  in-patient  treatment  for 
the  infection.  Nationally  there  has  been 

a considerable  fall  in  the  total  notifications 
and  it  may  be  that  there  is  an  increasing 
immunity  in  the  population  from  previous 
years'  infections. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

There  were  67  notifications  and  none  so 
far  as  could  be  determined  required  hospital 
treatment  for  the  disease. 

For  the  past  8 years  there  has  been  a 
considerable  rise  in  the  prevalence  of  this 
infection  locally  and  many  mild  cases  must  go 
unrecorded. 

Notifications  were  received  fairly  uniformly 
over  the  year  and  again  over  half  the  cases 
were  in  children  of  school  age. 

WHOOPING  COUGH 

There  were  lO  notifications  and  one  case 
required  hospital  admission. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

New  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
numbered  5 and  3 cases  of  non-pulmonary  disease 
were  diagnosed. 

There  were  3 deaths  from  the  disease.  At 

the  end  of  the  year  there  were  269  persons  on 
the  Tuberculosis  Register  being  a fall  of  16 
from  the  total  of  the  previous  year. 

The  above  figure  of  269  includes  18  persons 
who  were  notified  to  us  as  failing  to  co-operate 
with  the  Chest  Clinic. 

ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH 


HOUSING 

Inspection  of  properties  within  the  Borough 
in  preparation  for  their  inclusion  in  clearance 
areas  showed  a considerable  drop  and  only  7 
houses  were  reported  to  the  Health  Committee. 
Closing  Orders  were  applied  to  17  houses  or 
parts  thereof.  No  progress  proved  possible  in 

bringing  to  fruition,  general  improvement  areas 
which  must  occupy  a higher  priority  in  the  years 
ahead .

HYGIENE 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  1,747 
visits  to  premises  and  stalls  where  food  was 
prepared  for  sale  to  the  public. 

At  the  local  slaughterhouse  387  visits  were 
required  to  effect  100%  meat  inspection  of  some 
12,976  animals,  mainly  pigs. 

Legal  proceedings  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955,  were  instituted  in  respect  of  9 
items  of  food  brought  to  the  Health  Depart- 
ment by  members  of  the  public. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  & 
RAILWAY  PREMISES 
ACT,  1963 

Under  the  powers  conferred  by  this  Act,  352 
general  inspections  of  premises  took  place. 
Slightly  over  5,000  persons  were  employed  in  the 
premises  registered  under  the  Act  and  generally 
conditions  for  employed  personnel  were  satis- 
factory. 

The  total  number  of  registered  premises  in 
the  Borough  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  595  of 
which  41  were  registered  for  the  first  time.  19 
accidents  were  reported  and  18  of  them  were 
investigated.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Chatham. 


Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  eighth  Annual  Report 
on  the  environmental  health  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector- 
ate for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1971. 

Owing  to  the  forward  thinking  policy  of  the  Health 
Committee,  the  department  again  maintained,  throughout  the  year, 
a full  establishment  of  District  Public  Health  Inspectors,  which 
is  so  necessary  for  a balanced  and  continued  progression  of  all 
the  related  health  functions. 

Housing 


Although  during  the  year  only  a few  houses  were  included 
in  two  small  clearance  areas,  housing  inspections  continued  pre- 
paratory to  representing  larger  areas  early  in  1972. 

Applications  for  Qualification  Certificates  under  the 
1969  Housing  Act  legislation  contin.ued,  but  more  slowly  than  last 
year.  No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received. 

Lack  of  amenities  and  inadeauate  means  of  escape  from 
fire  were  found  at  several  houses  in  multiple  occupation  and  the 
appropriate  action  taken. 

Food  Inspectiqn  and  Hygiene 

The  total  number  of  animals  killed  at  the  private  slaughter 
house  was  just  short  of  thirteen  thousand  and  the  highest  total  for 
over  thirty  years.  All  carcases  and  offal  were  inspected  by  a publi 
health  inspector,  who  was  in  attendance  at  the  slaughterhouse  while 
slaughtering  took  place. 

Inspections  of  the  many  varied  types  of  food  premises 
continued  during  the  year  and  advice  given  on  stock  rotation  and 
coding  of  foodstuffs,  two  very  important  aspects  of  shop  hygiene  and 
management . 

Food  sampling  can  ?-  pure  routine,  but  at  other  times  prove 
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outstandingly  interesting  if  not  rewarding. 

Sampling  of  tinned  steak  proved  difficult.  Should 
individual  tins  be  taken,  should  the  contents  of  several  tins 
be  mixed  before  sampling,  or  should  an  individual  tin  be 
divided  as  required?  The  problem  became  more  acute  when  the 
Public  Analyst  reported  a deficiency  of  meat  in  informal 
samples.  Correspondence  passed  between  office  and  manufacturer 
and  manufacturer's  chemist  and  Public  Analyst,  with  apparently 
little  result.  However,  when  formal  samples  were  taken  some 
time  later  the  meat  content  was  reported  as  satisfactory  - an 
interesting  excercise  and  the  public  protected. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

It  is  disappointing  to  report  that  the  smoke  control 
area  programme  slowed,  if  not  ceased,  during  the  year.  The 
earlier  difficulties  over  solid  smokeless  fuels  and  the  new 
financial  arrangements  which  made  it  necessary  to  look  with  a 
more  critical  eye  and  balanced  view  of  priority  at  all  the 
Council's  projects,  caused  postponement.  The  smoke  control 
programme  has  been  the  main  factor  in  reducing  low  level  pol- 
lution and  should  be  continued  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

Disinfestation 


During  the  year  there  was  an  unexplained  increase  in 
the  number  of  requests  for  disinfestation  of  rooms  in  dwelling 
houses  infested  with  vermin  and  the  total  of  complaints  regarding 
mice  in  houses  also  increased.  There  has  not  been  any  evidence 
of  bait  'shyness'  or  resistance  to  the  poisons  used.  It  will 
be  interesting  to  compare  next  year's  figures  to  see  if  this 
trend  is  contained  and  reduced. 

The  body  of  the  report  contains  statistics  of  the 
many  more  varied  duties  of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

I would  like,  again,  to  express  my  appreciation  for 
the  help  and  assistance  given  me,  and  the  interest  shown  through- 
out the  year  by  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee, 
Dr.  McWilliams,  my  deputy  Mr.  Moore,  members  of  the  Health 
Department  and  colleagues  in  other  Departments.

WATER 

1.  Supply  is  by  the  Medway  Water  Board  and  has  been  satisfactory 
both  in  quality  and  quantity.  Nineteen  samples  of  water  were  taken 
for  bacteriological  examination,  each  of  which  showed  a good  result. 
Chlorination  is  still  carried  out. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  18  samples  of  water  from  swimming 
pools  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  were 
satisfactory. 

2.  The  water  is  obtained  from  underground  wells  in  the  chalk  and 
is  piped  to  supply  reservoirs  for  distribution.  Reports  of  bacterio 
logical  examination  by  the  Water  Board  Chemist  are  received  every 
month  on  samples  taken  from  the  numerous  underground  wells  prior  to 
treatment,  and  also  of  water  going  into  supply.

A description  such  as  **Malt  and  Hop  Extract"  would 
be  preferable.
